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Lap dance 

club will 
stay open 


A CONTROVERSIAL lap 
dancing club has won its fight to 
stay open in Newmarket High 
Street. 

Newmarket Town Council and some 
residents had argued Heaven was too 
close to churches, homes and a 
children’s play area and that it was 
inappropriate at a gateway to the town 
and given the area’s character and the 
nature of nearby premises. 

But the adult club was awarded the 
licence required by new policy at a 
meeting of Forest Heath District 
Council’s licensing committee on 
Monday. Without it, it would have had 
to close in October. 

Cllr Rachel Hood, who spoke against 
the application on behalf of the town 
council, said the club operating there 
since 2006 was “garish” and 
inappropriate according to Forest 
Heath’s new rules.

She said: “It does not actually matter 
what this club has been doing for the 
last six years, what matters is looking at 
this establishment and licensing 
afresh.” 

Solicitor Clare Eames, representing 
Heaven, said: “It has not been the cause 
of crime, anti-social behaviour or 
complaints for six years. The police are 
content with the application and do not 
seek to object to it. It employs a number 
of people in the locality and it caters for 
a local trade.” 

Miss Eames said they saw the club as 
part way down the High Street not at a 
gateway to the town, while the 
churches had not objected and both 
they and the Memorial Gardens play 
area were not open at the same time as 
the club.

Jason Newell, one of the 
business’s three managing 
directors, said: “I think we are 
in a fantastic location, the clock 
tower end of the town is mostly 
residential and retail, but we are 
located at 109 High Street at 
more of the vibrant end of the 
town so we are not splitting the 
customers on a weekend basis. 
It’s easier to police, it’s easier to 
manage.” 

Speaking after the meeting, 
Cllr Hood said: “It’s astonishing 
that the views of Newmarket 
Town Council and the local 
people have been dismissed.”

Town councillors will be 
manning a petition against the 
granting of the licence at the 
Guineas shopping centre in 
Newmarket between 9am and 
5pm on Saturday and Tuesday, 
June 19. 

The council is also planning 
to launch an online petition. 

Driver trapped 
after car crash 

A 19-YEAR-OLD is believed to 
have been trapped in his car 
overnight after it crashed into a 
tree near Newmarket. 

Firefighters released the 
driver from the silver Peugeot 
807 which was in a ditch off 
the A142 Fordham Road at 
about 6.50am on Sunday 
morning. 

He told emergency service 
staff he had been inside the car 
since it was dark. 

The driver’s leg was stuck in 
the car, the only vehicle 
involved in the collision, but 
his injuries are not believed to 
be serious. 

He was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s by the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
which was called to the scene 
by a third party at 6.16am. 


ANOTHER metal plate 
connecting a banner to a wall 
in Newmarket High Street 
has plummeted to the 
ground. 

The fixing attaching the July 
Festival banner to the Jockey Club 
building knocked a car’s wing 
mirror off after the wind 
wrenched it from the wall shortly 
before 4.40pm on Friday. 

Suffolk Police managed traffic at 
the scene and the High Street was 
closed until about 6.40pm. 

The banner had replaced the 
one which was pulled out of a 
wall near Millionaire’s on 
Saturday, May 26 and brought 
bricks raining down into the High 
Street. 

A 19-year-old woman suffered a 
grazed ankle and bruising in the 
first incident and wires from the 
banner had thudded onto a VW 
Passat belonging to a couple in

their 70s. 

Jim Sims was at the scene when 
the first banner fell and had 
walked past shortly after the 
second came unstuck. He said 
while no bricks had plunged into 
the High Street this time, the 


accident could still have been 
lethal. 

The 53-year-old, who lives off 
Cheveley Road in Newmarket 
,said: “It is still a big lump of steel 
falling down - it could have hit 
someone. It should not happen 


twice in two weeks, it’s 
ridiculous. It’s just a miracle no- 
one has been killed in both 
incidents.” 

Isabelle Barrett, town clerk at 
Newmarket Town Council, which 
puts up the fixings and banners, 
said: “The town council does take 
its health and safety very 
seriously. The anchor points are 
tested annually in November 
before the Christmas lights go up.” 

She said the council had had 
the anchor points reinforced and 
changed the wires three or four 
years ago and were now assessing 
whether banners should be 
permitted. The council has also 
taken down the Newmarket 
carnival banner at the top of the 
High Street as a precaution. 

She said: “We were very glad 
that nobody got injured - that is a 
big relief to us because that is the 
last thing we would want.” 


airman killed in crash

Tributes to 

A WING commander has 
paid tribute to a 2 2-year-old 
US airman who lost his life in 
a motorbike crash at the same 
time as American war heroes 
were remembered at an 
annual ceremony. 

Jeremy Smithers, 22, who 
was in the 48th Force Support 
Squadron at RAF Lakenheath, 
died in a collision with a 
lorry near junction 28 on the 
A14 on May 28. 

Col Kyle W Robinson 
described Airman Smithers 
as a “valued member” of the 
48th Fighter Wing. 

He said: “His loss will be 


felt across our Liberty Wing 
community and we will work 
to provide untiring support 
and assistance to his family 
and friends during this 
difficult time.” 

Mr Smithers died on the 
day fallen servicemen and 
women from the USA were 
saluted at a ceremony at the 
Madingley American 
Cemetery, which featured a 
flypast from planes from the 
Lakenheath and Mildenhall 
air bases. 

The crash happened on the 
eastbound carriage of the A14 
at about 12.30pm. The driver 


of the lorry, a 50-year-old 
man, was arrested on 
suspicion of causing death by 
dangerous driving and was 
released on police bail until 
July 26.

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Family ‘broken’ by death of 
Libby, 22, in tragic accident 


A SOHAM father has said the death 
of his 22-year-old daughter in a car 
crash has left him “broken and 
numb”. 

Ashlee Page-Bennett, known as Libby, 
was a big personality who lived life to the 
full, her family said. 

She died at the scene after her friend’s 
Ford Ka was in collision with a 
Volkswagen Golf on the A1198 in 
Godmanchester at about 9pm on 
Thursday night. 

Speaking at the family home in Mill 
Corner, her dad Mark Bennett said he was 
struggling to come to terms with his 
daughter’s death. 

He said: “Losing a child, you lose the 
rest of your life and the plans you had. 
We had so much left to do. I was planning 
on buying a smaller property and 
building an annex for my son Harry and 
Libby. The future has been taken away.” 

The 52-year-old said he was joking and 
laughing with Libby and her two friends 
just before they set off on the fatal 
journey. The next time he saw his 
daughter was in the chapel at 
Addenbrooke’s, where he said he felt a 
“sense of closure” at being able to say his 
final goodbye. 

He added: “She was a massive 
personality - wild and beautiful - and an 
enigma in many ways. She was a sensible 
girl, but loved having a good time and

going to parties and going out with her 
friends.” 

His wife Sarah added: “Libby lived for 
today and she lived her whole life to the 
full every second. She was never bored 
because she could make something 
happen.” 

Libby’s mother Joanne Page lives on the 
Isle of Wight with her husband Ben 
Davies and has returned to the area as 
both sides of the family unite in their 
grief. 

Libby, a former Soham Village College 
pupil, planned to move to the island in 
the summer to work at her mum’s 
delicatessen. She had four siblings 
including her 17-year-old brother Harry, 
who her father said she was particularly 
close to. 

Mark added: “We are still numb and I 
can’t get my head round it at the moment. 
We think she is going to walk through the 
door. When police told me I just could not 
accept it. We were broken at that point 
and we still are.” 

The 18-year-old driver of the Ford Ka is 
still in hospital with serious injuries, 
which are not thought to be life- 
threatening. Another 18-year-old 
passenger in the Ka and the 19-year-old 
driver of the Golf suffered minor injures.

Police warning 
to net users over 
online loans 

POLICE are urging internet users to 
be wary when using online loans. 

Suffolk Police says county 
residents are being scammed. 

Some websites offering loans will 
ask for money up front to cover 
what they may refer to as admin 
fees, tax protection or payment 
protection. Many such sites may also 
ask for payment through UKash 
vouchers or Pay Point vouchers. 

No legitimate loan provider will 
ask for money upfront in such a 
way. Payment vouchers can also be 
difficult to trace for police, making 
prosecutions and compensation very 
difficult. 

DS Panicos Monk said: “We’re 
urging people to be sensible and 
look for these warning signs when 
applying for loans online. 

“It’s best to do some research into 
the company before using them. 
Many postal addresses can turn out 
to be false when you put them into a 
search engine, for example, and 
some people may have already come 
across the company and posted 
about them online. 

“These so-called ‘companies’ 
regularly change their name and can 
disappear overnight.” 

If you think you have fallen victim 
to such fraud, contact Suffolk Police 
on 101.

A CARER from Burwell is cycling 
100 miles around Suffolk to help 
beat Alzheimer's disease. 

David Bullock said he sees people 
suffering from Alzheimer's in the 
course of his work, which takes 
him into homes in Burwell and 
Newmarket - and he wanted to 
help fight it. 

He said: "I think being a carer I 
see quite a bit of it. I think we are 
facing an epidemic for the future 
because we don't have a cure for 
it. Somebody every seven seconds 
worldwide is diagnosed, we have 
not got a cure. It's a big problem 
for the future and for the NHS." 


The 44-year-old frequent traveller 
has been a carer for just two years. 
He said he had returned from his 
last trip and thought it would be 
nice to have a job helping people. 

Mr Bullock, a former delivery 
driver, said: "There is one lady 
who is so nice, you think if she 
didn't have that she would be 
absolutely fine and would be living 
a normal life. 

"Imagine if it happens to one of 
your parents and you go and see 
your mum or dad and they don't 
even recognise you. Your family 
suffer just as much." 

He covered 98 miles during his 


three most recent cycle rides and 
is working up to travelling the 
whole 100 in one go - but he has 
decided not to tackle it until the 
day of the ride on Sunday, June 24. 
He said: "I'm not ready to do that 
all-in-one trip yet but I'm certainly 
heading in the right direction. I 
will be ok by the day; I will have 
done 70 or 80 miles at once before 
then but I want to achieve 
something on the day."

In 2009, one of the pairs made history when they 
successfully raised the first crane chick in the Fens 
for over 400 years. Since then, two further young 
have flown the nest. 

Katherine Puttick, RSPB warden, said: "It's 
fantastic to have the cranes nesting here again. 
"However, they are very secretive and it's quite 
challenging to get a glimpse of the chicks, which 
are currently the size of a long-legged chicken. 


"The period between hatching and fledging is a 
tense time for us as the young are very vulnerable, 
being unable to fly or get away from danger. We 
are keeping everything crossed that both pairs are 
successful this year." 

In the Fens, common cranes are year-round 
residents and breeding activity sometimes begins 
as early as March. 

This project has been supported by the BBC 
Wildlife Fund, which has supported vital habitat 
management work for cranes on the nature 
reserve. 

The reserve is open at all times and the visitor 
centre is open daily 9am-5pm. For more 
information, phone (01842) 863400 or e-mail 
lakenheath@rspb.org. uk. 


Future of card shop 
hanging in balance 


THE future of New¬ 
market’s branch of Clinton 
Cards is still hanging in 
the balance - despite 
administrators finding a 
buyer for the troubled 
chain. 

The greetings card shop and 
its subsidiary Birthdays went 
into administration last month, 
threatening the future of 750 
stores nationwide, and 4,500 
jobs. 

But about 400 shops, picked 
by administrators Zolfo Cooper 
as commercially viable, have 
now been bought up by 
Lakeshore Lending Limited, a 
subsidiary of the American 
Greetings Corporation. 

However, the Newmarket 
store - in The Guineas - is still 
in the melting pot. It is on a list 
of stores still under the control 


of Zolfo Cooper for which the 
firm is trying to find a buyer or 
buyers. 

Two Clinton Cards branches 
in Cambridge and shops in Ely, 
St Ives, St Neots, Huntingdon, 
Saffron Walden, and Haverhill 
have been safeguarded. 

Lakeshore Lending Ltd has 
not yet spelled out its 
intentions for the shops it has 
bought, but a spokesman for 
Zolfo Cooper said: “The 
administrators took the 
decision to announce a 
nationwide store closure 
programme on May 16, 
creating a core estate of 
approximately 400 stores. 

“This core estate supports a 
viable business and is 
significantly better placed to 
operate in today’s challenging 
market. 

“The sale comprises the 


brands and assets of Clinton 
Cards, including 397 stores 
contributing approximately 
£212m in annual revenues.” 

Peter Saville, joint 
administrator and partner at 
Zolfo Cooper said: “We have 
always been of the view that 
despite an intensely 
competitive retail environment 
and what proved to be 
excessively ambitious 

expansion plans in recent 
years, there was a strong 
underlying business contained 
within Clinton Cards. 

“We would like to thank the 
staff for their dedication and 
patience throughout what has 
been an understandably 
difficult time for all concerned 
and we wish both them and 
the new owners of the business 
every success for the future.”

S OMEONE said to 
us once that 
bereavement is 
like a scar," says Steve 
Clarke. "At first it's very 
raw, then time heals 
the scar as you go 
along. But it will 
always be there." 

It's six years since Steve 
and his wife Rachel lost 
their eldest son, Sam, to 
meningitis. A healthy, 
happy child, he died within 
a few hours of becoming 
poorly. He had just turned 
4. 

"Sam was a really sweet 
boy. He liked his cars: he'd 
sit and play with them for 
hours, and he liked being 
outside, but he wasn't really 
'rough-and-tumble'," says 
Rachel. "He was quiet, but 
quietly confident, and he 
always seemed older than 
he was. Just a really sweet 
little boy." 

Early on a Thursday 
evening in January 2006, 
the family were at home in 
Great Sampford, near 
Saffron Walden, when Sam 
first showed hints of being 
unwell. 

"He didn't want his tea, 
which was unusual because 
he liked his food, and said 


Steve and Rachel lost their eldest 
child to meningitis when he was just 4 
years old.

he had a tummy ache," 
recalls Rachel. "He came 
and sat on my lap and had 
a cuddle, then he lay down 
on the sofa, and just 
seemed a bit tired and 
washed out - nothing you 
could put your finger on, 
really." 

Rachel decided to put 
him to bed at the same 
time as his brothers: Toby, 
then nearly 3, and Ben, 8 
months. "He was a little bit 
shivery by then, so I gave 
him some Calpol. I thought 
he might have flu, but I 
wasn't worried enough to 
phone a doctor. 

"He went to sleep, and 
we kept popping in on 
him. He was a bit unsettled 
but he seemed OK." 

The couple went to bed 
a little later, but at 11 pm 
they were woken by Sam 
being sick. "It wasn't much, 
and it was just phlegmy, like 
he'd had a cough," says 
Rachel. "Then he said his 
legs hurt, but he'd been 
running around all day: 
he'd been out to the park 
and he'd been swimming 
the day before, so we 
thought it might just be 


that." 

She tucked him up in 
bed with her while Steve 
went to sleep in Sam's bed, 
and they swapped over at 
midnight. Not long after, 
Steve noticed a small mark 
under Sam's left eye. 

"It was a purplish red, 
not very big," recalls Steve. 
"He'd been holding a juice 
drink, so I thought he might 
have been lying on that. 

"But then I lifted his top, 
and there was a small 
purplish mark on his chest. I 
called to Rachel, and a 
couple of seconds later I 
lifted it up again and there 
were four or five more." 

When Rachel came in, 
Steve lifted Sam's top to 
show her: "and it was like 
someone had taken a paint 
brush and flicked it," says 
Rachel quietly. "It was that 
quick: his whole body was 
just covered. 

"Steve's a policeman, 
he's really calm, so he said 
to me really calmly 'I think 
you should call an 
ambulance'. 

But Rachel began to 
panic: "They say you have 
to do the glass test - you 


don't need to do the glass 
test. You see it, and you 
know what it is. After I 
phoned the ambulance I 
phoned my parents and 
said 'can you get over here 
now? Sam's got meningitis, 
we've got to go to 
hospital'." 

Meanwhile, trying to stay 
calm, Steve chatted to Sam 
to keep him awake. "I said 
'count to five', and he 
counted to five, and I said 
'can you count to 10?' And 
he said 'no, that's too tricky, 
Daddy'." 

When the paramedics 
arrived, they gave Sam a 
large shot of penicillin and 
put him into the 
ambulance: Rachel went 
with him, while Steve 
followed in his car. 

"It seemed to take 
forever to get to 
Addenbrooke's. I was 
holding his hand and telling 
him I loved him, and I just 
kept saying 'open your 
eyes, Sam'. I kept saying it 
over and over again, and he 
did - every time I said 
'open your eyes, look at 
mummy', he did. But he 
seemed to be going 
downhill so fast. 

"When we got to the 
little roundabout on the 
Addenbrooke's site, I'll 
never forget - he closed his 
eyes, I told him to open 
them. And he didn't."

At the doors of A and E, 
the crash team was waiting: 
Steve and Rachel followed 
them in, and stood back 
while the medics worked on 
Sam. After 45 minutes, the 
consultant came over to 
them. 

"I wouldn't look at him," 
says Rachel. "I thought 'if I 
don't look at him he'll go 
away', but he didn't. So I 
looked at him, and he said 
'there comes a time when 
we have to stop.' And I said 
'well he can't die, he's 4!' 
But he did." 

Numb with shock and 
disbelief, Rachel and Steve 
were told that they'd need 
to go home and medicate 
their younger boys 
immediately: "so that really 
frightened us, thinking the 
same thing was going to 
happen to them. "A 
policeman drove them 
home. It was still dark. 

When Toby woke up the 
following morning, his first 
question was 'Where's 
Sam?' "I said Sam got very 
poorly last night, and we 
took him to the hospital, 
and the doctors tried to 
make him better, but they 
couldn't," whispers Rachel. 
"And I told him that he'd 
died. Our cat had died the 
week before so he 
understood that that meant 
he wasn't coming back. 

"They take it very matter- 
of-factly at that age," adds 
Steve. "But what we did 
notice was that every time 
he walked past Sam's 
bedroom, he'd look in. 

He'd have a little look, just 
to see if he was there. 

"And that was one of the 
hardest things, having Sam's 
room empty. Having to go 
past his room and it's empty, 
and his bed..." Rachel tails 
off. 

Later that morning, the 
couple went back to 
Addenbrooke's to see Sam's 
body. "I felt a bit frightened 
at first," admits Rachel, "But 
I went in and sat next to him 
and read him a story. 

"I think it was the right 
thing to do," adds Steve. 


"Going to see him made us 
realise that it wasn't him, it 
was a shell. He'd gone." 

The first night without him 
was, says Rachel, "Awful. We 
slept in Sam's bed, just 
because we wanted to be 
near him. 

"For the first few nights 
we weren't going to bed 
until 2 or 3 in the morning 
because we were up talking, 
just trying to work out what 
had happened." 

It transpired that Sam had 
died of meningococcal 
septacaemia: the meningitis 
bacteria had poisoned his 
bloodstream. But they'll 
never know when or why 
he contracted it: one in 10 
people carry the bacteria in 
their nose or throat 
harmlessly, but experts can't 
pinpoint why it becomes the 
full-blown disease in some 
people. "The consultant said 
it could just be that a child 
sneezed, and a droplet 
might have gone into his 
eye, and that's all it took," 
says Rachel. 

Within a week, the 
couple were trying to get 
back into a routine for the 
sake of the younger boys. 
Not long afterwards, they 
moved Ben and Toby into 
Sam's room - it was what 
Toby wanted. 

But while life gradually 
returned to normal, there 
were some situations that 
Rachel found unbearable. 

"I couldn't go to Tesco for 
a year. I just couldn't face it, 
so Steve always went," she 
says. "I used to go with Sam, 
and to go there and not 
have him ..." 

Living close to the village 
primary school threw up 
more anguish, as Sam would 
have started there that year. 
"It was hard to see Sam's 
friends," says Rachel. "It still 
is, and it always will be. 

"When Toby started 
school the year after, 
watching his nativity play 
was so hard because Sam's 
class were all there. I can sit 
and watch those things now 
and not cry, but I still look at 
those kids, and think 'there 


should be another one up 
there'." 

Rachel and Steve, who 
are both 40, went on to 
have two more children, 
Poppy, now 5, and Joe, 3. 
Yet not a day passes when 
they don't think of Sam, not 
least because both Ben and 
Joe look so much like him: 
"But in a way that's nice," 
says Rachel. "Sometimes 
one of them will do 
something, and you'll say 
'ah, Sam used to do that' 
and it will make you smile." 

On the sitting room wall 
are five clay plaques, each 
bearing a handprint and 
footprint with each of their 
children's names. But Sam's, 
Rachel explains, was done 
just after he died. 

"I'd said to one of the 
counsellors at 
Addenbrooke's, almost in 
passing, that I'd really 
wanted to have it done, and 
now I couldn't." The 
counsellor asked Rachel for 
the leaflet, and rang the 
managing director: "and he 
said 'I'll come and do it 
myself', and he went to 
Addenbrooke's and did it. 

Another way of keeping 
Sam's memory alive is by 
fundraising. Steve ran the 
London Marathon in 2007, 
and Rachel did the same 
earlier this year, in aid of the 
Meningitis Research 
Foundation. 

"It took me a lot longer 
than I hoped because I 
injured my knee at eight 
miles," smiles Rachel. "The 
St John Ambulance said 'you 
will finish, but it will hurt', 
and it did! I hobbled a lot of 
it, which was a real shame, 
but I finished." 

It's a lovely thing to have 
done in Sam's memory, but 
Steve and Rachel know that 
whatever happens, they'll 
always keep that memory 
alive. 

"Poppy and Joe never 
knew Sam, and Ben didn't 
really, but they all talk about 
him," says Rachel. "He's still 
part of our family. He always 
will be."

B EN Drew is looking 
forward to some 
time off. Lighting a 
cigarette, he says: "I've 
been working every day in 
the last few years, so it 
doesn't leave much time 
for life. I think I'm starting 
to burn out now. So after 
this, I'm going to have a 
break." 

Yet with an upcoming leading 
role in The Sweeney opposite 
Ray Winstone, and a list of 
summer festival appearances 
and outdoor shows, including 
Thetford Forest this Friday, the 
28-year-old - better known as 
rap alter ego Plan B - knows 
free time is a luxury. 

"I'm dreading these shows," 
he admits, "because of the 
amount of preparation that goes 
into making sure I perform at the 
level I always have. I hate not 
having time to get things right, 
because you have to put things 
out that you're not 100 per cent 
happy with." 

Plan B fans will be aware that 
the rapper has gradually been 
moving away from music into 
film, with roles in Adulthood , 
4.3.2.1 and Harry Brown, in 
between releasing his critically-

acclaimed soul album, The 
Defamation Of Strickland Banks. 

He's now taken the next step 
by making his directorial debut 
with iLL Manors, which opened 
in cinemas last week (an album 
soundtrack of the same name 
will be released in July). 

"It's the hardest thing I've 
ever done in my life," he admits. 
"That was because I didn't have 
the financial support I needed, 
and people doubt you, so you 
have to deal with that. It's pretty 
tough." 

Based on "a collection of 
stories which me or friends have 
experienced" in 
east London, the 
hard-hitting, 
gritty thriller is 
not an easy 
watch, although its 
provocative 


nature has won Drew the label 
of "the mouthpiece of a 
generation". It has been praised 
by fellow musicians Ed Sheeran, 
Professor Green and Tinie 
Tern pah. 

"The majority of the white 
population in this country don't 
even believe this environment 
or these people actually exist. 
They think it's just an 
exaggeration but it's not. There's 
no way I can fictionalise that," 
he insists. 

Citing Quentin Tarantino and 
Nicolas Winding Refn as his 
inspiration, Drew's film has 
been criticised for 

ifying violence, 
but he insists: "I 
know some 
of the 
scenes will 
shock 


people. 

But 


nothing is included for shock 
value - every event is crucial to 
the story." 

Drew was inspired to write 
the iLL Manors single after last 
summer's looting and rioting. 
The song has been hailed by 
MPs and Drew's stance has 
been praised. 

"I genuinely want to change 
things and I feel like this is just 
the first step. I am an angry 
white rapper but I'm not just 
that. People think I don't care, 
but I do," he adds. 

Drew admits the big screen is 
his calling and plans to 
incorporate music within 
movies: "I didn't do this as a 
one-off thing, I want to make 
films and be a director. I saw 
this as my calling card, but also 
it allowed me to talk about this 
issue. 

"My hip-hop music is not 
really for commercial radio, so I 
felt like if I had a different kind 
of medium where it could live, 

I don't have to water it down or 
compromise. I thought film 
would be the perfect place." 

There are reports that his 
next film will be about the city's 
Kurdish community, but Drew 
says: "I might neea a break 
from all this political stuff. I 
might make a comedy."

SEEING is deceiving. Look beyond 
the obvious and you might 
glimpse writer-director Rodrigo 
Cortes’ sleights of hand in this 
intriguing thriller, which follows 
two paranormal investigators as 
they debunk fraudulent mediums, 
mind readers and ghost hunters 
through the appliance of science. 

Savvy audiences who 
enthusiastically devoured The Sixth 
Sense and its supernatural kin will 
enjoy piecing together the puzzle 
while searching for clues in 
nervous glances and ominous 
silences between the characters. 

Dr Margaret Matheson 
(Sigourney Weaver) has devoted 
her life to probing paranormal 
phenomena and exposing the 
trickery behind supposedly 
wondrous occurrences. Flanked 
by her trusty assistant Tom 
Buckley (Cillian Murphy), she 
travels the world, discovering the 
simple truth behind a haunted 
house and exposing a spirit guide 


called Palladino (Leonardo 
Sbaraglia) as a charlatan. 

She shares her experiences by 
lecturing university students 
including Sally (Elizabeth Olsen) 
and Ben (Craig Roberts), but 
Margaret’s unerring scepticism 
pits her against Professor Paul 
Shackleton (Toby Jones), who 
believes science cannot explain 
everything. 

Out of the blue the 
investigator’s great adversary - 
spoon-bending blind psychic 
Simon Silver (Robert De Niro) - 
comes out of retirement and 
embarks on a lucrative theatre tour 


with his agent Monica Handsen 
(Joely Richardson). 

Tom feels passionately that 
Margaret should debunk Silver but 
she urges caution. But the closer 
he strays towards Silver the more 
powerful the blind psychic 
becomes, putting the paranormal 
investigators on a collision course 
with disaster. 

The problem with Red Lights is 
that it promises far more than it 
delivers, turning a narrative screw 
for the opening 45 minutes that 
teasingly hints at invisible, dark 
forces at work in a bustling 
metropolis.

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Thinking Biggs to help 
with growing pains.... 


A S more people 

continue to grow their 
own, there should be 
no shortage of takers for 
Matthew Biggs's advice 
sessions at this year's BBC 
Gardeners' World Live event 
at Birmingham's NEC. 

Biggs, a regular panellist on 
BBC Radio 4's Gardeners' 
Question Time , says that the 
cold, wet weather of late spring 
shouldn't hamper crops too 
much, although germination will 
have been slower. 

"Depending on the soil type 
you have, the cold, wet weather 
early on will mean that the soil 
will have warmed up very 
slowly, particularly clay which 
gets waterlogged. It has slowed 
the season down. 

"A lot of people sowed and 
lanted early. Many won't have 
ad the germination at the time. 
But now everything should be 
germinating quickly." 

Seeds sown early may have 
ended up waterlogged and 
rotting, or germination will have 
been erratic. But it's not

necessarily too late for a second 
sowing, he says. 

"What happens is that seeds 
can germinate in a matter of 
days in warm weather. You can 
catch up and redress the 
balance." 

The period of warm weather 
in late March and early April 
may have led to seeds 
germinating, but the cooler 
temperatures later in spring 
probably hampered their 
growth, or they may have 
succumbed to frost. 

"Beetroot, radishes and early 
carrots are generally pretty 
hardy, but the cold can affect 
anything planted during the 
cooler, wetter period. In 
fluctuating temperatures, 


beetroot are inclined to bolt." 

Tomatoes, runner beans and 
courgettes shouldn't be planted 
out until all risk of frost has 
passed, so savvy gardeners will 
have kept them indoors 
throughout the cold, wet spell 
but should be quite safe to plant 
them outdoors now. 

"The key rule with planting 
out is to go by the weather, not 
what it says on the label. It may 
say, 'Sow from March to May', 
but if in March the ground's 
waterlogged or freezing, ignore 
that advice. 

"Weather conditions dictate 
when you should sow. 
Instructions on the packet are 
more of a guideline." 

Tomatoes are susceptible to 
weather-related diseases such as 
blight, which is related to 
periods of warmth and humidity 
at the end of June. 

"There are some varieties 
such as 'Ferline' and Shirley' that 
have some resistance, but it is 
only resistance and you can still 
get walloped. It's more of a 
problem in wet weather," Biggs 
says. 


"Leaf mould can also be a 
weather-related problem, while 
splitting and cracking are cultural 
problems, caused by erratic 
watering, as is blossom end rot." 

For those growing tomatoes in 
large pots outdoors, ideally use a 
multi-purpose compost with 
added John Innes, which is a 
heavier, more moisture-retentive 
compost, he advises. 

Grafted tomatoes may also be 
more resistant to disease, 
producing heavy crops early on 
because of their natural vigour. 

Those who have sown crops 
later because of bad weather 
will have later harvests, he says, 
but if we now have consistently 
warm temperatures, they will 
catch up.

Unlucky 13th for Caine 


MECHANICAL failure ended Michael 
Caine's hopes of closing the gap on the 
Avon Tyres British GT Championship 
leaders at Sunday's two-hour endurance 
race at Rockingham. 

The Newmarket driver had only just 
taken over from co-driver Daniele 
Perfetti when his Motorbase Porsche 
997 GT3R developed a problem with 
the rear suspension, forcing a lengthy 
pit-stop.

It was a bitterly disappointing 
conclusion to what had looked to be a 
promising weekend.

TOBY Crisp banished his demons 
of 12 months ago to win the 
Cambridgeshire Area Golf Union 
County Championships at the 
Links Golf Club, Newmarket. 

The 20-year-old golfer became the 
first player from the Links to win the 
county title in 23 years, and it helped 
him complete an impressive recovery 
after going so close to winning it in 
2011, only to lose out in a play-off. 

Crisp had a sizeable advantage last 
year, only to fall apart on the last two 
holes and then eventually lose over six 
extra holes to Jody Greenall in a play-off 
at Gog Magog. 

Then, Greenall described his beaten 
rival as the best junior golfer to come 
through the county for the last 15 years, 
and this year Crisp was able to show 
just why he is so highly thought of. 

Playing alongside Owen Cousins, who 
was the overnight leader, and Stuart 
Phillips, the three of them were a 
shining example of why it pays to keep 
it simple and not try to be too flashy. 

There were no outrageous attempts at 
birdies, it was solid golf, finding the 
green, seeing if the putt was on to pick 
up shots, but making sure that no 
bogeys were carded. 

As they headed into the all-important 
final round, Crisp held a one-shot 
advantage over Cousins, with Phillips a

further shot adrift. Crisp, who has an 
impressive swing, built up his lead on 
the outward nine, going through in 
three-under-par, with Phillips teeing off 
on 10 at two under for the round. 

But Cousins had suffered an extreme 
piece of misfortune as his shot at the 
eighth hit the flag and rebounded 25 
yards, which was maybe a sign it was 
not to be his day, allied to the fact that 
nothing would drop for him. 

Crisp’s iron play was key throughout 
the afternoon and at the 14th he earned 
another birdie to go four under for the 
round and five clear in the 
championship. 

He was able to maintain that 
consistency until the 18th when - with 
perhaps a sign of the nerves that 
affected him 12 months ago - he 
bogeyed the last, with Phillips picking 
up a birdie. 

But by that point Crisp had become 
the Links’ first county champion since 
Benny Jackson in 1989. And he also 
won the January Cup - for the lowest 
handicap score on the first day - for the 
third year in a row. 


“It was great, after last year I’m pretty 
pleased,” said Crisp. 

“The weather conditions weren’t great 
last year but I sort of threw it away, so 
it’s nice to come back nice and strong, 
and play nice and solid. 

“There are a lot of people that - after 
last year - probably thought I couldn’t 
go on to win one, so it’s nice to prove 
them wrong and go on to win the county 
championships.” 

As to nerves this year, he said: “The 
last four holes, certainly. The crowd 
started building up and I was quite 
nervous on the last. 

“It’s nice to do it at my home course 
as well - it helps especially on the last 
round because I just knew where I was 
going, so it helped with the nerves as I 
didn’t have to think too much about 
the shots.” 

He added: “I’m going to be a full-time 
golfer for this summer certainly and I 
hope to play in some national events to 
see how I fare against some of the top 
boys in the country.”

Weaver lives the American dream 


AMY Weaver made a flying visit to 
America to see Deerslayer complete a 
transatlantic double for the 
Newmarket trainer on Saturday. 

Less than seven hours after Tariq 
Too appreciated the cut in the ground 
to win a seven-furlong handicap in 
her absence at Doncaster, Deerslayer 
justified favouritism at Belmont Park. 

And to make it more exciting for 
Weaver, the six-furlong claimer 
preceded the third leg of the 
American Triple Crown, the 
Belmont Stakes. 

Speaking from New York, Weaver 
(pictured above right) said: “We took 
Deerslayer to America December time 
and he got loose on the way to post 
and got injured. 

“We spent the months looking for a 
trainer to keep him over in America 
and we based him with Rudy 
Rodriguez. 

“And it just so happened he was 
running in the race after the Belmont 
Stakes. I thought it was too good an 
opportunity to pass up. 

“He won as much prize-money, if 
not more, than Tariq Too did when 
winning as well on Saturday at 
Doncaster.” 

Tariq Too may be on his way to 
Royal Ascot for the Buckingham 
Palace Stakes if the going is soft after 
his win on Town Moor. 

“He really likes soft ground, so long 
may it rain all summer!” said Weaver. 

“There’s the Buckingham Palace 


Stakes at Royal Ascot, but we will 
have to see how he comes out his race 
at Doncaster first over the next 
few days. 

■ Joshua Tree will miss Royal Ascot 
and is instead likely to wait for the 
Newmarket July meeting following his 
trip to Italy on Sunday. Trainer Marco 
Botti has ruled out a crack at the Gold 
Cup on Thursday week after the 
five-year-old entire was fourth to Earl 
Of Tinsdal in the Group One Gran 
Premio di Milano. 

"It was a decent run, he stayed on well 
and wasn't beaten far/' said the 
Newmarket handler. "The rain got into 
the ground and perhaps he wants 
further. There's the Group Two 
Princess of Wales's at Newmarket and 
he might go for that. 

"He definitely won't go for the Gold 
Cup next week and he won't run at 
Royal Ascot now." 

■ Andreas Wohler will be one of the 
few trainers not willing to let Frankel 
prevent him from having a runner in 
the Queen Anne Stakes at Royal Ascot 
on Tuesday. 

Wohler will bring Indomito across 
from Germany, and he said: “I think I 
have chosen a difficult target! He isn’t 
Frankel, but he’s a nice horse and 
hopefully we will be able to pick up 
some good prize-money.” 

■ James Fanshawe has warned punters 
to hold their bets on ante-post 
favourite Primaeval in the Royal Hunt 
Cup at Royal Ascot next week. 


The five-year-old, owned by TV stars 
Ant and Dec, could bypass the 
handicap over a mile for the furlong 
shorter Buckingham Palace Stakes at 
the big meeting. 

"His form is better over seven and I 
think he is a better horse over that trip," 
said Newmarket trainer Fanshawe. 
"There's a good chance he'll go for the 
race on Friday, the Buckingham Palace. 
"It's not written in stone and he will be 
left in the Hunt Cup." 

■ Australia’s super mare Black Caviar 
is an intended Darley July Cup runner 
- that’s the message from connections 
ahead of Europe’s premier sprint on 
Saturday, July 14. 

The man who put together the 
syndicate which owns the unbeaten 
sprint sensation, Neil Werrett, told the 
Racing Post the plan is to ‘back her up’ 
in the July Course showdown after 
her first British run in the Diamond 
Jubilee Stakes at Royal Ascot. 

He added: “For us, winning the two 
races is very important.” 

The Peter Moody-trained Black 
Caviar, who has won each of her 22 
starts to date, arrived in Newmarket 
late last Thursday and was out on the 
gallops on Monday as she settles into 
her surroundings. 

Newmarket’s director of racing 
Michael Prosser said: “It would be 
fantastic if she lines up on July 14 in a 
race that year in, year out is 
consistently Europe’s defining sprint.”
